$11,000 was the price put on the 
building of Ainsworth Road, by 
‘Town Engineer Al Savignac, during 
the meeting Of the BoardofSelect- 
men Monday night, 

‘The Selectmen were talking with 

. ~Rob Evans, Evans has been trying 

{ @%o get the Town to honor anagree- 
ment, made with him, and dating 
back to about 1961, to improve 
Ainsworth Road whenever the e- 
quipment or money might be avail- 
able. 

The agreement was made in a 
time of ‘secret’ moves, when the 
then Town Manager and two sel- 
ectmen who are no longer on the 
board, were trying to induce an 
industry to locate in Wilmington, 
‘The industry has since left, leaving 
an empty building at the end of Ain- 
sworth Road, 

One of the two selectmen estima~ 
ted, at the public hearing held at the 
time, that the construction of Ain- 
sworth Road would cost but $100, 
and the other, when there was 
objections, tried to induce neigh- 
bors to have their land zoned for 
industry at the same time, 

Now, five years later, Evans is 
still trying to have the Selectmen 
honor the agreement which was 
made at that time, 

Evans still owns the land on 

Road ies, 


as to the extensiveness in both 
dollars, and labor, necessary to 
make Ainsworth Road into a road, 
Tt was the dominant chord of the 
confrontation, 

Evans claimed that, given the 


he would be glad to have the peat 
piled on his land, 

‘I have every confidence in the 
Town Engineer’ he said, ‘but I’ve 
been down there twice, recently, 
and I am confident that a bull dozer 
could do some good down there at 
this time of the year!’ 

He remarked that the matter of 
the town not owning the roadnever 
seemed to bother the town before, 

He further told the Selectmen 
that he does not intend to deed over 
the property on which the road lies 
until he does get some assurance 
that the town intends to live up to 
its agreement, 

Selectman LaRivee held that the 
town should honor its agreements, 
Since the previous board had made 
the agreement, he said, it was up 
to the town now to fulfill it, 

Selectman Black suggested an 
executive, session, next Saturday, 
after the Board of Selectmen have 
completed their ‘perambulation of 
town lines’ with the Andover Sel- 
ectmen, and this was agreeable to 
everyone,

3. Can the Conservation Com- 
mission act for the town? 

4, Will the Contractor, or will 
the Principal Assessor set the 
price for the land? 

5, Must the preperty be pur- 
chased by a specific warrant arti- 
cle, in town meeting, or coud a sum 
be set aside for the timely purchase 
of areas, as they become available? 

6, What can be done about exist- 
ing aubdivisions where land has 
been set aside + Hathaway Acres, 
Alderwood Estates, and Jackson 


Heights I and 0? 

Quinn told the Selectmen that 
he would lke the questions ans- 
wered,. ‘tonight, if possible’, and 
that if the Conservation Commis- 
sion were empowered to act, they 
promised to acquire as many play- 
ground areas as possible, 

Henneberger asked Quinn if he 
had received the TM’sletter onthe 
subject, saying that the parcels’ 
wer useful only in sizeable sub- 
divisions, making possible” size~ 
able playgrounds, If this were the 
case, Henneberger said, then the 
Planning Board would be empow- 
ered to act, and take the land for 
the town, 

He had received Henneberger’s 
letter, Quinn said, It wasthe feel- 
ing of the Conservation that a 
subdivision of fifty houses was 
large enough to justify a playground 
area, even if it were only of the 
‘tot lot’ variety, rather than a 

The Conservation Commission, 
Quinn said, feels very strongly 
that something should be done about 
those subdivision options before 
the lots ‘go by the board’, 

The Commission was commend- 
by Selectman Bender for its work, 
The idea, Bender said, certainly 
had merit. 

Bender felt that the Selectmen 
were not equipped to answer the 
questions on the spot, He sug- 
gested further exploration be made 
by the Town Manager, Once this 
is done, Bender said, a meeting 
could be set up with the Conser- 
vation Commission, the Planning 
Board, and the Town Manager, 

The idea was agreeable to all. 
A further meeting date will await

The Wilmington Chamber of Com 
merce ts in favor ofattracting new 
industries to Wilmington, to help 
distribute the tax burden, on a 
broader basis, for the benefit of

To this end the Chamber favors 
the proposed rezoning of land in 
the Concord Street area, for in- 
dustry.

The Town Crier disagrees with both boards, The 
land should be zoned to industrial, Avco has never 
abused the town in any way in zoning, and deserves 
a little credit for its integrity. Instead it is being 
treated as a stranger in a Nevada Back Room Poker 
Den, 

E might be said at this time that, even though 
the Planning Board should disapprove ofaparticular 
zoning proposal the town can vote it, and, if the 
Planning Board approves the town does not neces- 
sarily have to vote. In other words the Planning 
Board voice is simply one of advice, in zoning votes 

The Finance Committee, on the other hand, is 
not even asked to give advice. It just hands it out - 
or maybe the word is Dishes it Out, 

A Finance Committee vote ona Financial aspect, 
i.e, appropriation of money, in a Special Town Meet- 
ing, has to be treated with respect, The Finance 
Committee can stop any transfer of funds ina Special 
Town Meeting.

A Brooklyn NY Research company seeks to locate 
on the Murphy farm, but will not unless the entire 
farm is zoned for industry, which has a common 
sense argument to it, The Finance Committee has 
approved, and the Planning Board has disapproved, 

Article 10 asks that the town vote again to pur- 
chase the land on which old St, Thomas Church 
stands, This is to make certain that there has been 
no error in the past vote, The Finance Committee 
has voted approval, It should carry. 

Article 11 is the new Library article. The price 
is $886,400. It is opposed for a number of reasons, 
The Finance Committee has voted no, and it is pos- 
sible that the Library Board of Trustees will wait 
until the annual Town Meeting. 

If this is entirely a bond issue, as well as it may 
be, the voters do have the power to override the 
Finance Committee, if they should so choose, But 
it takes a two-thirds vote of the town meeting. 

Article 12 asks that the town vote for a Regional 
Vocational School, forWilmington, Bedford, Billerica 
Burlington and Tewksbury. All five towns must vote 
Yes, if the school is to be established, These towns 
at the present time are spending some thousands of 
dollars sending vocational pupils out of town to other 
such schools, 

The vote is to be on a Yes ~ No ballot (printed), 
This will take up 20 minutes, more or less, as each 
voter will have to deposit his ballot, stand in line, 
etc, 

Article 13 is what the Town Crier calls the 
Stanley Webber Article, Mr Webber, some months 
ago, proposed the idea to the Selectmen, andnow the 
board has asked the voters to approve. 

Land, owned by the town, taken for taxes, 1s sold 
at public auction, and in this way only. This is by 
the Town By Law, 

There are, throughout the town, many small 
parcels, owned by the town, which are, touse a figure, 
25 feet wide, and which are next to somebody’s home, 
People would like to buy these small lots, and cannot, 
because the Selectmen, for one reason or another, 
have never got around to having an auction, 

The only people interested in these very small 
lots are abutting home owners, The article proposes 
that the Board of Selectmen have the right to negotiate 
the sale of these small lots to those abutting land 
owners, 

The Finance Committee disapproves, and says 
the land should be first advertised before it is sold, 
so that there is public notice, 

R seems that they are afraid the Selectmen 
might ‘play favorites’ and not call in the fellow who 
lives on the other side of that small lot. 

Article: 14 is the Fred Cain Bridge, over the 
Boston & Maine, at Nichols Street. 

Mr, Cain has pratically solved the problem over 
which many Selectmen have argued, in years past. 
All he needs now is the vote of the townspeople, 

The Nichols Street bridge dates to 1883, or 
1887, or something like that. It is an ideal bridge 
if you are riding in a horse and buggy, with a nice 
beautiful crown, or rise, and probably was a favorite
